Eliminate the 
Sales Tax On 
New Car Sales 

On Tuesday, Febnuary 11, 
Assemblyman Mike Antono¬ 
vich and Senator H. L. (Bill 1 
Richardson of Los Angeles 
County introduced legisla¬ 
tion, AB 788 and SB 39G, in 
the State Assembly and 
Senate which would man 
date a six-month mora¬ 
torium on California’s sales 
tax on the sales of new cars. 

“California’s automotive 
industry is in serious condi¬ 
tion,” said the two legisla¬ 
tors. 

“Labor officials have 
stated that approximately 
9.000 automobile workers in 
California have been laid 
off due to production cut¬ 
backs. Additionally, thou¬ 
sands of workers in interre 
late dfields have suffered. 
Our automobile worker force 
has been reduced from 20,- 
000 at five plants to 11,000 
since the layoff, and those 
11,000 are faced with short 
production weeks. At the 
national level, of the 650,000 
automobile workers, 35 per 
cent have been laid off, or 
approximately 227,500 work¬ 
ers,” the legislators con¬ 
tinued. 

“Californians represent 10 
per cent of the new car mar¬ 
ket and even though Cali 
fornia is leading the nation 
in unemployment, it is ob¬ 
vious that the elimination 
of the state sales tax on new 
cars will not only save jobs, 
•but help business in gen¬ 
eral. 

“We qu-rrently have a sur¬ 
plus of state taxes, there¬ 
fore, this legislation would 
not create any additional 
tax burden. This temporary 
tax out would represent a 
savings to the new ear buyer 
of approximately S200 on an 
economy-priced car. 

“It is tragic that we have 
over a 500 million dollar 
surplus in taxpayers monies 
in the hands of state gov¬ 
ernment who.n a part of this 
money could he returned to 
the people of California in 
the form of a job stimu¬ 
lus,” Senator Richardson and 
Assembly Antonovich con¬ 
cluded.

Gasoline Use Now 
In Upward Trend 


After 12 straight months 
of decline in the distribu¬ 
tion of gasoline from tire 
same month a year before, 
gallonagc finally turned up¬ 
ward in December 1974, ac- 
eoding to data released by 
Board of Equalization mem¬ 
ber George R. Reilly. 

The December 1974 gaso¬ 
line distribution of 869 mil¬ 
lion gallons was 6.4 per 
cent more than in Decem¬ 
ber 1973. 

December 1973 was the 
first month to show a de¬ 
cline in gasoline consump¬ 
tion. When comparing the 
December 1974 figures with 
December 1972, there is an 
increase of 1.7 per cent or 
14 million gallons. This 
comparison shows that the 
Decomlx'r 1974 gallonagc in¬ 
creased at approximately 
the same rate as before the 
energy crisis. 

The December 1974 fig- 
nues were up 8.7 per cent 
from November 1974. Reve¬ 
nue from the 7-cents-a-gal- 
lon tax for December 1974 
was $66.8 million, an in¬ 
crease of $3.6 million over 
December 1973.. 

The calendar year 1971 
showed a decrease of 4.3 
per cent, down 450 million 
gallons from 1973.

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Rate Reduction 
For Edison Co. 
Recommendation 


A Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission staff electrical en¬ 
gineer has recomme n d e d 
that Southern Califor n i a 
Edison reduce its rates $23.8 
million a year. 

The recommendation was 
made in testimony prepared 
by Senior Engineer Page E. 
Golsan, Jr., for presentation 
at public hearings on Edi¬ 
son's request for a $65.4 mil¬ 
lion rate increase to offset 
higher fuel costs. 

The primary reason for 
th.e $89.2 million difference 
between Edison and the PUC 
staff is the method lused in 
estimating the cost of fuel 
oil burned. 

Edison uses a 12-month 
method to arrive at its aver¬ 
age oil costs for a three- 
month period. This method 
assumes the average cost of 
fuel for three months will 
be tho 12-month average, in¬ 
cluding higher priced re¬ 
placement oil. 

Golsan based his recom¬ 
mendation on a three-month 
first-in, first-out basis, as¬ 
suming that the first oil put 
into inventory is the lirst oil 
taken out to be burned. 

The PUC has boon using 
the first-in, first-out me¬ 
thod for nearly a year in 
computing the cost of oil 
used quarterly. 

If Golsan’s recommenda¬ 
tion is adopted by the PUC, 
bills for the average resi¬ 
dential usage of 500 kilo¬ 
watt hours a month would 
bo reduced 25 cents. 


B of A Shows A

Bank of America says it 
out electrical consumption in 
1974 by 58,000,000 kilowatt 
hours or the amount of elec¬ 
tricity needed to seive 19,- 
400 homes for a whole year. 

The bank made the reduc¬ 
tion under an energy con¬ 
servation program, adminis¬ 
tered and monitored by em¬ 
ployees in each of its of- 
lioos throughout California. 

The electrical cutback ex¬ 
ceeded tho bank’s goal by 
100 per cent. 

Under the program, tho 
hank eliminated exterior 
lighting at more than 1000 
community offices i,n the 
state, reduced interior light¬ 
ing and the use of air con¬ 
ditioning units. 

The bank said it also 
used 30,000 fewer gallons of 
gasoline by observing 1 ower 
speed limits and minimi¬ 
zing auto travel in 197-1. 

In all, the energy con¬ 
served by Bank of America 
last year equaled tire energy 
generated by 91,000 barrels 
of oil.
